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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


In reviewing the school work of the past year, we feel that we 
are warranted in saying that it has been attended with good re- 
sults—that as a whole, it has been a prosperous school year. 
We do not say that the results have been in all points entirely 
satisfactory, as this would argue a low standard of excellence ; 
but as compared with previous years, the degree of success at- 
tained is at least encouraging. We have had the services of a 
corps of teachers of more than the average efficiency, as a whole, 
and it is no disparagement to any to say that a number have 
reached a high degree of excellence, and are justly classed in the 
front rank of instructors of children in the public schools. How 
to retain such teachers, and induce others of like abilities to en- 
ter our service, is a matter which may well engage the attention 
of all who wish well for our children, our homes and our town. 
As the prime factor in the solution of this problem, we must 
ever recognize the necessity of compensating our teachers ac- 
cording to their abilities. With this thought in view the pay of 
some of our teachers has been somewhat advanced. ‘The ser- 
vices of the best teachers are practically for sale to the ‘‘highest 
bidder.””. Many are looking for positions in graded schools, but 
some of them may be retained in our county and village schools 
provided the pay is made an inducement. Shall we make it 
such, and reap the benefits for our children, (and ourselves also) 
or shall we refuse and consign them to the care and influence of 
incompetent teachers, second or third rate in abilities—both 
natural and acquired? The ignornig of the latter course, miss- 
called economy, must be apparent to every intelligent and right 
minded citizen. 

But not alone upon the efficiency of the teacher does the result 
of the school work depend:—whether we will or not a large 
share of the responsibility rests upon the parents; and we shall 
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be either helpful or a hindrance to the success desired, to the 
degree that we co-operate with the teacher and pupil in the edu- 
cational work, or oppose the teacher and manifest indifference 
to the pupil’s progress. Parents are primarily responsible for 
the irregularity in attendance which is noticeable in some schools 
and which not only seriously hinders the advancement of the 
pupil, but tends to bring the teacher under unjust criticism. 
Much of the non-membership and other absence, is, it seems to 
us, whithout adequate cause. If parents are indiflerent in the 
matter of regularity of attendance of their children, how can 
they reasonably expect the children to be otherwise than in- 
different as to the progress they make in their studies? 

We would urge upon parents and citizens the propriety and 
necessity of more frequently visiting the schools. The few visits 
that are made, are, in some schools, almost wholly by ladies, 
with the exception of those made by the Schoo! Board. All 
honor to the ladies for the interest they manifest in the success 
of our schools, but shame on us men, if we leave to them alone 
the duty of visiting the schools—a duty quite as binding upon 
fathers as upon mothers. If the presence of parents in the 
school room is, as we fully believe, an incentive to earnest and 
faithful effort to pupil and teacher alike, we may logically con- 
clude that failure to visit the school must have an opposite 
effect. But while some scholars show a record of remissness in 
this matter on the part of parents which is inexcusable under any 
ordinary circumstances, others, we are pleased to note, have a 
very fair record of visits by parents and friends, even inthe more 
sparsely populated districts. «‘ffonor to whom honor is due.” 

We desire to record our thanks for the general acquiescence in 
our rulings and methods as yout School Board, aad regret that 
there should be any instance of friction or dissatisfaction to 
notice. We have made such decisions as to where schools were 
necessary, and also as to conveyance of pupils, as seemed wisest 


and best and in harmony with the school laws as we understand 
them. Sometimes the interests of the community as a whole 
seeem to conflict with those of the individual. -But for this of 
course the Board is not responsible. We aim to promote the 
greatest good of all. 
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The principal repairs made during the past year have been at 
No. 6, where a new wood shed has been built, and at No. 11, 
where the house has been refurnished with modern furniture. 
A change in the residents of the district made it necessary to re- 
open the school. Acontinuance of the liberal policy toward 
our schools which has prevailed in our town for some years will 
place and keep our school-houses in a condition to compare 
favorably with those of any of our neighboring towns of a like 
class. There is an elevating and refining influence exerted by 
pleasant and tasteful surroundings which is often overlooked in 
the arrangement of the public school-house and grounds. 

It gives us much pleasure to note the fact that most of our 
schools now have the Stars and Stripes waving over them. The 

development of the spirit of patriotism thus indicated 
and fostered,isa happy augury for the future of our country. Let 
us by all legitimate methods encourage and educate the senti- 
ment of patriotism in our children—the future conservatories 
of the republic.

_At the annual meeting of the Townin March,1892,it was vot- 
-ed to accept the offer of the State of one hundred dollars’ worth 
-of beoks ‘to aid in establishing a Public Library in accordance 

with the provisions of Chapter 8, Section 21-26, of the Public 
Statutes.” 

The town voted the sum of twenty-five dollars for books, and 
-elected as Town Library Trustees : 

Rev. E. A. Keep,-.one year. 

Henry A. Harris, two years. 

W. W.. Pillsbury, three years. 

There has been:received from the State 101 volumes of stand- 
ard works. 

Through the generosity of James B. and Dr. Geo. C. Hoitt 
we have received as a gift the books of the “Charles T. Cotton 
Library” at Thornton’s Ferry, 88 volumes. 

With the twenty-five dollars voted by the town have been 
purchased 61 volumes. 

From all other sources as gifts we have received 33 volumes 
making a total of 283 volumes March 1, 1893. 

The library was opened to the public Jan. 1, 1893,and up to 
.date there have been 64 cards given out and 186 books loaned. 

Some expense has been incurred for supplies, insurance and 
«express, which has been paid by the town.
